WASTING LIGHT: F00 FIGHTERS AT 7 


It only takes two Nirvana members to get together again through a Krist 
Novoselic-inspired collaboration to know that Wasting Light is a record worth 
picking up. It totally has a strong mainstream vibe, which shows that one of 
the best bands in history continues to be an original in the music scene without 
being cheap, unimaginative and hopeless. 

But who can really resist the intensity, artistry and highly affecting musicality 
of Dave Grohl, Chris Shiflett, Nate Mendel and Taylor Hawkins? Wasting Light 
tries to engage everyone to a music different from its predecessors - The Colour 
and The Shape, Echoes, Silence, Patience & Grace, and In Your Honor - but it 
is still uniquely and undeniably Loo. Songs like “Arlandria”, “Dear Rosemary”, 
“I Should Have Known”, “A Matter of Time”, and “White Limo” make you feel 
like you’re trying to unleash something wild, poisonous and erotic, but you 
also know that you’re singing and dancing, and you’re charming and enjoying 
yourself. Such song complexities, with obvious reinventions, are what Loo 
Lighters is all about. Wasting Light is definitely a solid album that longtime 
fans of the band would appreciate. It’s got a lot of attitude that shows that the 
band has really come a long way. And this is the best way to celebrate it. (M.V.)

LORENZO PARAN III 
ON LIVING THE 
ISTEYTSAYD LIFE, 
PINOY-STYLE 

Japanese writer Haruki Murakami 
once said that no matter how far a man 
travels he can never get away from 
himself. This is exactly what happened 
to Lorenzo Paran III when he migrated 
to the US and found his writer-self 
catching up with him. What started out 
as e-mails to friends whom he thought 
would be interested in his new life as an 
expat developed into a collection of blog 
entries that later became his first book, 
An Isteytsayd Life, published by the UP 
Press in 2010. 

A “series of mini-essays on the 
Immigrant Life,” Paran manages to hold 
the reader’s interest while telling tales 
that have already been told by countless of 
other writers mainly because his sincere 
prose is made more interesting by his 
understated humor. He is most effective 
when he recounts cultural misadventures 
of the PIAs (Pinoy-in-America) and 
explores the pinoy-ness that haunts 
every Filipino abroad like a nagging inner 
voice—a quality he himself has retained 
despite nearly half a decade of living in 
an alien country, made apparent in his 
musings and unequivocally confessed 
as something that “no one is ever past 
because you will always be from where 
you are. You cannot erase being Pinoy.”

INSECTISSIMO! 


LOURD ERNEST H. DEVEYRA 


Of course, the name rings a bell... 
well, it registers more like a crash of 
cymbals. 

Lourd de Veyra—frontman of spoken 
word-jazz-rock band Radioactive Sago 
Project; conqueror of other forms of 
media with shows on TV and a much- 
followed blog on the Internet; and, the 
identity early Lourd disciples knew 
him for, a multi-awarded writer - 
continues his writing flair with the 
recent launching by the UST Publishing 
House of his third poetry collection 
Insectissimo!, the highly-anticipated 
follow-up to his two previous books, 
Subterranean Thought Parade and 
Shadowboxing in Headphones. 

Read the first poem and you 
immediately get assaulted by the 
interplay of words that effortlessly 
translates into sound. Then you get 
the meaning of the cover illustration 
of a turntable with a fly on a mounted 
LP record. This audible quality 
reverberates throughout the entire 
collection, as the author employed 
devices of rhyme, alliteration, and 
onomatopoeia with the skill of a 
virtuoso. Consider these lines from 
“Season of One Thousand Suicides”: 
never will we understand

maybe time doesn’t always write 
the imperfect ending. 

Here is the influence of the beat 
generation—the likes of American 
poets Allen Ginsberg and Jack Kerouac 
—with spontaneous utterances on 
such themes as urban decay, family, 
love, Catholic spirituality, jazz, pop 
culture, sex, and drugs. But do not be 
fooled; for while most of the poems 
were written in free verse, there 
is a constant alternation of forms, 
structures, and styles. 

De Veyra’s poetry however, isn’t 
essentially about literary mechanics 
at all. There is something in the 
way he writes that elevates what is 
perceived mundane, like giving his 
dog a bath or a mother’s irrational 
belief in superstitions, to a nearly 
philosophical discourse. There is also 
much exploration of the darker side 
of the human psyche here, but despite 
morbid images and thoughts he 
does not lack grace and music in his 
telling. This seeming irony is better 
dissected in the poem “Wasak. Notes 
On”, where he attempts a definition of 
the word “wasak”—a word that very 
well described what Lourd de Veyra’s 
poetry is really about: 


the cumulus collecting inside their thoughts 

heavy cloud, pink rain, sensurround shifts 
in fissures of reason, fictive fugues inside the 
minds, 

mood indigent, penumbral pendulum, 
medulla obscura, narcota errata— 


4. “Wasak” defines all things beautiful and 
ugly. It connotes extremes. True art has no 
regard for the middling and the insignificant. 
Mediocrity is the true enemy. No middle 
ground exists. (L.P.)

THE SIMS: MEDIEVAL 

The Sims franchise has been pretty consistent over the past decade. From the 
first game that was released in 2000 to its two sequels to the various expansion 
packs for each game, the mechanics have been pretty consistent: it is basically a 
sandbox-style life simulator with no real ending or goal in mind. Game fans who 
expect the same open-ended style for The Sims: Medieval might be in for a little 
surprise: there is an actual ending to the game! 

Before we go into that, let us look at the things that did not change. First, the 
game is basically built around the engine of The Sims 3. You can customize how 
the characters look like and you can buy and customize furniture for your various 
castles. Character interactions are handled in a similar fashion to previous Sims 
game and the familiar humor is still there, though with a more medieval bent. 

The actual goal of the game is to 
finish one of the ambitions that you 
choose for your kingdom. Ambitions 
like Imperial Domination, Efficient 
Expander, and Wealthy Populace, to 
name a few, define the various quests 
that you need to undertake. Achieving 
these quests require you to control cer¬ 
tain “heroes” in the game to bring your 
kingdom closer to your goal. 

There are some omissions that might disturb die-hard fans. You can not build 
castles for one and the camera angles are fixed for most of the buildings. It’s also 
much more an RPG than an actual simulator so it is a pretty large departure from 
past games. But it is one of the most enjoyable and original games to come out of 
the franchise for quite some time. (Y.O.) 



DUKE NUKEM FOREVER 

After practically 15 years of development, Duke Nukem Forever finally 
ships this month. Plagued by various delays and after years of being 
tossed around to different developers, Duke Nukem returns to do what 
he does best, namely macking on babes and killing aliens. 

Duke Nukem picks up a couple of years after the last game. Duke 
now owns a casino and aliens once again make the mistake of invading 
Earth and messing with Duke’s women. Everything we expect from a Duke 
Nukem game is here: from the cartoonish levels of testosterone to the 
naked chicks to the gratuitous violence. Though Duke’s antics probably 
are not as shocking or controversial as they were in the 90s, the characters 
still good for those of us looking for a little bit of mindless fun. 

Even the game play is a bit of a throwback from the 90s. Forget those 
big set-pieces and more refined advancements that you see in modern 
FPS games. This game is a classic room-cleaning extravaganza. Just jump 
right in and kill all the aliens that you can find in the room. This is a 
Duke Nukem game after all and the franchise is not exactly known for its 
refinements. 

If you want to throw feces around, punch an alien in the ‘nads and 
play a mini-game that requires you to abduct babes by giving them a 
little spank in the butt then this game is for you. If you’re a little bit 
more serious about your first-person shooters then you should go back 
to playing Modern Warfare. (Y.O.)

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GADGETS 


ACER ICONIA 6120 


The only thing that would be better than owning an iPad would be to own something that 
looks like you have two of them, and that is the form factor of the Iconia tablet PC series 
from Acer. It’s a dual-touch-screen laptop, so you effectively have a virtual “book” straight 
out of a sci-fi movie. 

It combines a laptop-level CPU with the latest interface craze in town. Although it only 
has an Intel i5 Core as its processing heart, 4 GB of RAM and 640 GB of hard drive space 
make up for the comparatively slow processor. And with the 14 inch screens, it’s no joke 
that it can be “read” like a real book. There are some complaints, though, about a lag on 
the touch screen when it comes to typing. Or that it does not have an SD card slot or an 
optical drive. 

Still, it does have all the usual bells and whistles for a laptop (USB ports—with one being 
USB 3.0, Wi-Fi, LAN, HDMI) at a reasonably priced USD 1,199. If you are ready to look cool 
and geeky at the same time, then brush up on your touch-typing skills and get yourself one 
of these babies. (Y.O.) 


PENTAX K-X DSLR - 

For many of us, we either have a lot of old SLR gear that we have set aside when 
we shifted to DSLR technology, or we have parents looking longingly at all those 
old lenses that they used in the old days. For Pentax users, however, the solution 
is simple with the K-x DSLR. The ring mount accepts all of the old Pentax lens sys¬ 
tems with the K-mount ring. You might not be able to use any auto-focus features 
with the old manual lenses, but this definitely opens the way for a (relatively) 
more affordable camera set. 

As far as performance is concerned, it’s above average on all points, though it 
edges out same-class cameras when it comes to battery life. You have to watch 
out, though: Pentax is known for not showing autofocus points in its viewfinder, 
so you’ll have to take a few test shots. 

The basic K-x is perfect for those looking for a mid- to low-budget DSLR camera 
with an option to use an expansive line of older lens. And did we mention that it 
comes in many, many different colors? (Y.O.)

BOWERS & WILKINS ZEPPELIN AIR 



Welcome to the sonic football: the Zeppelin Air - a speaker system that works 
neatly with Apple devices, either with the iGadget dock, or through Apple Air- 
Play, Wi-Fi or Ethernet connections. It also has a USB input, which you can use for 
USB audio, firmware upgrade or with an Apple USB cord for direct connection. 

It has an unusual standard 3.5mm standard/optical audio jack, just in case you 
want to play a non-Apple gadget with it, and a video output for use with iGadget 
models to play videos in the system. 

The setup can be a bit difficult for the less technically inclined, but once the Zep¬ 
pelin Air is set up correctly, all you have to do is practically turn it on and choose 
from which source to play music or audio recordings. Just be careful, if you’re 
playing a video game on your iPad, you’ll hear the game audio on the Zeppelin 
Air, too. (Y.O.)

Dutch designer Michal van der Kley transforms the av¬ 
erage computer workstation by looking outside the box. 
His Globus computer station literally takes all the cor¬ 
ners out of your normal workstation and collapsed into a 
single globe. When not in use, the Globus, with its white 
lacquered interior, looks like a space-age sphere sculpture 
but it is a lot more functional than it initially seems. The 
globe splits into two with one-half housing a comfortable 
upholstered seat while the other half houses a deceivingly 
spacious desktop. Some options come with a built-in mini- 
PC and SiteKiosk that allows easy access to the Internet. 
The Globus is a fun, spacious, comfortable and aestheti¬ 
cally pleasing alternative to your boring old workstation.

one hand, and a soft 
charcoal microfiber 
interior that pro¬ 
tects your Kindle 
from scratches. The 
gold-plated hinges 
on the side secure 
your gadget in place 
and conduct power 
for your Kindle’s 
reading light.

Bamboo, with its place in Philippine myth (Malakas at Maganda, our 
version of the Adam and Eve story, remember?) and its many practical 
and traditional uses is still an underrated resource. The newest company 
to sing its praises is Kawayantech, a local bicycle maker that makes bike 
frames entirely out of this towering grass. Recognizing bamboo’s poten¬ 
tial to become one of the best green materials in the country, Kawayan¬ 
tech set out two years ago to build bicycle frames that are as durable as 
their metal counterparts. Don’t think your ride will fall apart in clattering 
pieces — the bamboo frames have delivered high performance durabil¬ 
ity both in ordinary excursions and sports events. The bike looks just as 
good propped up against a wall—its unique artisanal design makes it a 
showpiece in action or in stasis.

Add tires 
that bring on extra braking force and 
what you have is a race car to reckon 
with.

Experts from the University of 
California in Berkeley Bixby Center for 
Population, Health and Sustainability 
predict that the Philippine population 
of 94 million could reach 150 million in 
just 10 years. 

Already, the Philippines is the 12 th 
most populous country in the world. In 
a recent documentary, the BBC labeled 
Manila as the most densely populated 
city in the world. 

No surprise that we also have the 
highest fertility in the region at 3.03 
percent. There are four babies born 
every minute and more than 3 million 
pregnancies each year; half of which 
are mistimed or unwanted. 

And according to the 2010 Global 
HIV Report released by UNAIDS, the 
Philippines was tagged as one of the 
seven remaining countries in the world 
where HIV infection continues to rise. 
So while the rest of the world has been 
able to control and even drive down 
new HIV infections, the Philippines 
has seen an unprecedented rise in the 
number of cases. 


The United Nations Population Fund 
(UNFPA) estimates that there are 11 
mothers who die every day because of 
pregnancy related complications, which 
can be avoided with proper pre-natal / 
emergency obstetric care and access to 
the services of a skilled birth attendant. 
In developed countries, the mere idea 
of women dying while giving birth is a 
medieval concept; a cruel anachronism 
in this day of Twitter and Facebook. 

When it comes to reproductive health 
in the Philippines, it's all a matter of 
numbers—all growing at exponential 
speed, all with increments large enough 
to secure us places in many of the 
"most" lists of the world. 

Actually, reproductive health in the 
Philippines is a matter of numbers and a 
matter of religion; a collision of modern 
times with archaic dogma perpetuated 
by men who are neither supposed to 
have children or marry. 

So while the numbers all point to 
the need for it, the Philippines remains 
the only country in the region with 
no Reproductive Health (RH) Law to 
institutionalize universal access to 
reproductive health information and 
services. 


Is this all just a function of being an 
overly repressed Catholic country where 
guilt, threats of eternal damnation 
are wielded to manipulate and coerce, 
and anything with the word "sex" in it 
makes one recoil with shame or turn up 
their nose with self-righteous piety? 

Judging by the number of babies 
born in the country, there's a lot of 
sexual activity going on, but not enough 
proper information to temper it. 

Take for example, a 2005 research 
study that was made by the Remedios 
AIDS Foundation that showed that 
three out of ten young people think that 
jumping after sex prevents pregnancy.

I would have easily 

( dismissed this as an 

outdated study, but about 
six months ago, I received 
a call from a perplexed 
gentleman whose friends 
were all getting their 
girlfriends pregnant and 
couldn't quite figure out 
why. The boys were all 
making their girlfriends 
jump after having sex, he 
told me. 

Jump after sex to avoid 
getting pregnant? 

I wryly suggested that 
perhaps it was because the 
girl had not jumped high 
enough. 

These boys were from 
good schools, educated, 
technologically savvy, and, 

I can even suppose, well- 
travelled. Their girlfriends 
were most likely of the 
same profile. 

While the Catholic 
Church and the inherent 
culture of conservatism 
certainly exacerbate the 
problem, we also have to 
blame ourselves for our 
self-censorship; our own 
deeply-rooted inhibitions 
that prevent us from 
getting proper information 
about the biology behind 
our bodies and how they 
work. 

It reminded me of the 
time when I was thrown 
out of a medical university 
in the middle of a sexual 
health workshop that I was 
conducting. 

The teachers and other 
student officials who were 
watching unceremoniously 
stopped the lecture and 
asked the more than 100 
students in attendance 


to go back to their 
classrooms. Without barely 
acknowledging that I was 
still there, they pronounced 
that the session was "now 
over." 

I later learned that 
before the session, the 
student affairs head already 
interrogated the student 
leaders who had invited us 
to conduct the workshop. 
The student leaders 
had attended the same 
workshop and wanted to 
replicate it in their school 
so they knew full well what 
to expect. 

I was also heavily 
interrogated by the student 
affairs head. He asked for 
my CV, called me a day 
before the workshop and 
asked if I could just breeze 
through the condoms 
portion. "Siguro naman 
you'll just quickly brush 
on that topic, right?" I was 
asked. 

Maybe I should have 
taken that more as a 
command than as I 
request. (But if I had taken 
it as a command, I would 
not have proceeded with 
the workshop at all.) 

I did not acquiesce and 
explained that I could not, 
in my good conscience as 
a sexual health educator, 
avoid discussing proper 
condom use. Condoms— 
and their correct and 
consistent use—are the 
one device certified by the 
World Health Organization 
to provide protection 
against STIs and unwanted 
pregnancy. Surely, they, as 
a medical university, knew 
this.

I could only assure them 
that our teaching principle 
of edutainment (education 
+ entertainment) was 
aligned with internationally 
accepted standards to 
teach sexual health to the 
youth. I assured them 
that I was trained by 
international development 
agencies to conduct such 
workshops and that I was 
not a porn star, aspiring 
starlet, or someone who 
was delusional enough to 
think that she could make a 
fortune peddling condoms. 
(In case you're wondering, 
as a principle, I don't sell 
condoms, I teach people 
how to use them and then 
give them away.) 

I was deeply perplexed. 

This was a medical 
school, an institution 
whose students are going 
to someday be looked at 
as authority figures on 
matters of sexual health 
and family planning. Until 
then, I did not understand 
why the medical students 
were so adamant about 
having a sexual health 
workshop in their school. 
They were all unanimous 
in telling me that STIs and 
HIV and AIDS were topics 
that were not discussed in 
detail. I was even told that

some medical universities promote only 
natural family methods and medical 
students are not even taught how to 
perform tubal ligations. 

Wasn't religious dogma and belief— 
which is sometimes considered 
incompatible with science—supposed 
to take a back seat to the medical 
practice? But instead, would be 
medical practitioners, the ones who are 


supposed to be experts on the subject, 
are also left in the dark about matters 
of reproductive health—as is most of the 
country. 

And yet, everywhere we look, we 
are getting conflicting messages about 
our sexuality—from the billboards with 
crotch hugging underwear models along 
EDSA on the way to the barangay where 
condoms cannot be bought without 


a prescription to the Church where 
abortifacients are openly sold.

PLAYBOY: You’re not exactly from a town with a fashion 
pedigree, are you? 

VARVATOS: Detroit is a complete zero from that end 
of it. It’s as far from being fashion-oriented as anything. It 
sounds kind of rude, but Detroit is a bit lost in time—it’s 
still in the late 1970s and the 1980s. Michigan has massive 
unemployment, so people are more about survival than 
fashion.

PLAYBOY: How did you become a man of style in such an 
unfashionable city? 

VARVATOS: In 10th grade I was very interested in girls, and 
I noticed that when I wore certain things, it made a connection 
with them. I started wanting to be more rock and roll. I used 
to have crazy big hair—I used to have hair, [laughs] Times 
change, I guess. Except for music there wasn’t a lot to be 
excited about in Detroit. My parents really had no money. 
There were seven people in a 900-square-foot three-bedroom 
bungalow with one bathroom—I wouldn’t even want that 
as a guest bathroom today, it was so small. I had to put on 
headphones just to get away from everybody. That was my 
privacy. 
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PLAYBOY: You have a show on Sirius XM called Born in 
Detroit on which you play a lot of Michigan music. How did 
you become such a hard-core advocate for your birthplace? 

VARVATOS: Cleveland has the Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame—I have no idea why. It should really be in Detroit. I 
just spent some time with Robert Plant when he was in New 
York. We had dinner together and went to see the Black Keys, 
and he said, “Led Zeppelin used to love coming to Detroit. 
The audiences were always amazing.”

PLAYBOY: You graduated from the University of Michigan, 
which in the late 1960s and early 1970s was a wild spot of 
liberal activism. The civil rights movement, the anti-Vietnam 
war movement, the legalize-marijuana movement all had 
bases there. 

VARVATOS: I grew up in a conservative house, and 
when I got to college I was exposed to a lot of things. Every 
April we had the Ann Arbor Hash Bash. My second or third 
year in school the students took over the city council and 
decriminalized pot—it was a $5 fine. I wasn’t as wild as I 
could have been, to be honest. I had two jobs all the time. I 
was on food stamps.

PLAYBOY: Did you protest against the war? 

VARVATOS: I was clobbered by policemen’s clubs for 
protesting against the war. The police started pushing the 
crowd, and people started throwing stuff at the police. It 
hurt, let me tell you. It friggin’ hurt. I had welts all over. 
During that period the war was paramount. It was every¬ 
thing.

PLAYBOY: While we’re here, we’d like to get some free 
fashion advice. Tell us a few common mistakes you hate to 
see men make. 

VARVATOS: My number one thing is bad shoes. I won’t 
mention the brand, but I still see guys wearing square-toed 
shoes. I see guys in suits two sizes too big, like the ones 
David Byrne from Talking Heads wore in the 1980s. Even 
he doesn’t wear those suits today. Young guys shouldn’t 
wear pleated chino pants. It doesn’t mean pleats can’t be 
fashionable but not those pleated Dockers. And I don’t like 
polo shirts with sleeves below the elbows. That’s not even 
appropriate for the golf course.

It’s a little bit of a weird thing in our industry, because I’m 
one of the few straight designers. Maybe that’s why we’re 
successful, because my clothes are very masculine.

VARVATOS: Sure. I’d say you can look quite well-dressed 
by shopping at J. Crew. But in my clothes you don’t feel as 
mainstream.

In my clothes, guys feel more confident, stronger, sexier.

PLAYBOY: Varvatos does a very good business in 
fragrance. What about the wisdom that men should never 
smell of anything but soap and water? 

VARVATOS: I grew up with fragrances like Brut and Hai 
Karate. When I was three or four I would go into the bathroom 
and smell my dad’s towel because I liked the way Old Spice 
smelled. One of the reasons we’ve been so successful in 
fragrance is because our products spark those memories. 
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PLAYBOY: How did you react when you started losing your 
hair? 

VARVATOS: I used Rogaine for two weeks, probably when it 
was too late. I was like, “I don’t like this shit. It makes my scalp 
itch.” A lot of guys don’t have hair, and some are pretty sexy. 
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PLAYBOY: When you die, the New York Times obituary is 
likely to begin, “John Varvatos, the designer who invented 
the boxer brief when he worked at Calvin Klein....” 

VARVATOS: [Laughs] You can mention the boxer briefs and 
you can mention the laceless Converse sneaker, which is a 
monster too. My company’s 10-year anniversary is this fall. A 
lot of designers become hot, attend every party, and then you 
don’t hear about them again. We’ve created our own identity. 
You asked about Banana Republic and the Gap—they don’t 
have their own personality. They’re followers. I spent a lot of 
years working for Ralph Lauren, and he had so many copy¬ 
cats, from Tommy Hilfiger to Abercrombie & Fitch to J. Crew. 
Many people have followed us too and been successful.

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PLAYBOY: Who was more entertaining as a boss, Ralph 
Lauren or Calvin Klein? 

VARVATOS: Ralph’s bigger than life. I remember being 
in London with him at a meeting with a very serious British 
guy, and we both burst out laughing. You know how you 
can be at a funeral and laugh so hard you start to cry even 
though you shouldn’t? We had to get up and leave the 
meeting, like a couple of fourth-graders. It took me three 
months to leave his company because he would never 
accept that I was leaving. 


PLAYBOY: There’s now a John Varvatos store on the 
Bowery in New York where the punk rock club CBGB used 
to be. As a music lover, did you have mixed feelings about 
turning that space into a retail store? 

VARVATOS: I drove from Michigan to see the Ramones 
at CBGB in the late 1970s. It was so dirty and electric 
and sexual. I saw the Clash there, and Talking Heads and 
Television. The neighborhood was scary. There was fighting 
in the streets. It was dangerous, and the dangerous part 
was what punk rock was about. After it closed in 2006 it 
sat empty for almost two years. There were rattraps all 
over. It was disgusting, okay? 
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PLAYBOY: C’mon, it was always disgusting. 

VARVATOS: Yeah, but it was worse because a sewage pipe 
had broken in the basement. People were angry with us for 
taking that space. As a store, it’s not dangerous anymore, 
but you can feel the history. You can see the graffiti on the 
walls. Where else on a fucking Thursday night can you go 
for free and drink free liquor and see Guns N’ Roses or the 
New York Dolls? That’s when I feel we’re doing something 
right. There’s still something dangerous about the music. It 
could have become a bank. It could have become a coffee 
shop.

He lost his bid to get on Saturday Night 
Live. He appeared in a string of failed sitcoms, as an easily 
incensed Greek chef on Over the Top and Julia Louis-Dreyfus’s 
obnoxious ex-husband on Watching Ellie. His first break came 
in 1999, when he was hired (thanks to a recommendation 
from friend and Second City cast mate Stephen Colbert) as 
a correspondent on Comedy Central’s news satire The Daily 
Show.

Tina Fey for playboy,) to speak with Carell. He reports: “I expected 
Carell to put on his usual self-effacing routine. He likes to 
evade questions that get too personal with a barrage of gags 


and tongue-in-cheek modesty. But after we waded through the 
humor, it became apparent that his humility isn’t a facade. 
When you cut down to the bone, he really is just a nice guy who 
stumbled into comedy stardom. 

“When he hosted Saturday Night Live, Carell joked during his 
monologue that ‘money falls from my ass.’ The more you talk 
to Steve Carell, the more you realize he really does believe his 
success is just that random and inexplicable.” 


PLAYBOY: In Get Smart you play a 

bumbling idiot and- 

CARELL: No, I do not. 

PLAYBOY: Really? We’re talking about 
the same movie, right? 

CARELL: I never saw Maxwell Smart as 
bumbling. He’s not a Jacques Clouseau 
kind of character. He’s very good at his 
job. If you watch the TV show, Don Adams 
plays Maxwell as somebody who is quirky 
but always knows he will succeed in 
whatever he attempts. He has a lot of self- 
confidence. 

PLAYBOY: But his confidence is 
misguided, isn’t it? 

CARELL: Well, sure. But when he gets 
into a fight, he can take care of himself. 
He knows how to handle a firearm. Part 
of what makes the character so funny, 
at least to me, is that he lacks any self- 
awareness and may take himself too 
seriously. But he is still a good spy. He 
gets the job done. 

PLAYBOY: Adams served in the Marines 
during World War II and was comfortable 
shooting a machine gun. What’s your 
military training? 

CARELL: You mean aside from being a 
Navy SEAL? As a special-ops alumnus, 
I’m not supposed to talk about my 
training too much. As you’ll see in the 
movie, I’m extremely proficient in the 
ways of killing people. No, this was my 
first experience using a gun. I did some 
firearms training, mostly safety-based. 
There’s a lot of gunplay in the movie, 
and we had live rounds in our weapons. 
PLAYBOY: Live rounds? They gave you 
actual bullets? 

CARELL: Well, no, they weren’t live live. 
They were blanks. You see, in the magical 
world of filmmaking it’s always to the 
producer’s advantage to keep the cast 
and crew unharmed for the duration of 
the shooting schedule. Blank rounds are 
especially helpful if the director wants 
to do more than one take with living 
actors. 

PLAYBOY: Speaking of realism, there’s 
an urban legend that the CIA called 
the producers of Get Smart and asked, 
“Where did you hear about the shoe 
phone? That’s top secret!” Has anything 
similar happened to you? 

CARELL: Oh yeah, they were all over 
us. The CIA, the LBI, the NSA, Tobacco 
and Lirearms, NASA, the Department 
of Agriculture, the U.S. Mint, PBS. They 
were all closely monitoring our set. 


You know, that sounds like a good 
story, but I highly doubt the CIA called 
the producers of Get Smart and said, 
“Where on earth did you get the idea 
for the Cone of Silence? We have one of 
those!” That sounds a little far-fetched. 
If the CIA is using shoe phones, we’re all 
in grave danger in this country. 
PLAYBOY: The TV show was a spoof 
of James Bond-type spies and the Cold 
War. Does that kind of satire translate 
to 2008? 

CARELL: Given our present-day 

international tensions, absolutely. The 
situation in North Korea, the constant 
threat of terrorism, worsening relations 
with Russia—the political landscape 
isn’t as far from the 1960s as one may 
think. Also, I’ve never thought of Get 
Smart as a spy spoof. I think of it as a 
spy comedy. 

PLAYBOY: What’s the difference? 
CARELL: A spy spoof parodies the genre 
of spy movies, whereas we tried to make 
Get Smart funny without being self- 
referential. When Warner Bros, offered 
me the role, they asked what I thought 
the movie could or should look like. I 
wanted it to be a comedic version of the 
Bourne spy series, in which the villains 
were actually scary, substantial and 
posed a threat, the action did not seem 
contrived or cartoonish, and characters 
were in situations realistic enough to 
create a sense of plausible jeopardy. 
Within that framework the comedy 
would resonate all the more because 
there would be a reality to anchor it. 
PLAYBOY: As with The Office, Get 
Smart is another remake of a classic 
comedy. Do you ever get tired of 
saying, “We can never be as good as 
the original”? Don’t you want to come 
out and say, “They’re gonna eat our 
dust”? 

CARELL: Never. I’ve never felt that 
way. I feel very much the same about 
the original Get Smart as I do about 
the original Office. It’s not about trying 
to be better than the original. You 
want to make something that isn’t just 
an impersonation or a copy, because 
if that’s the point, why even do it? 
The challenge is to take elements of 
the original and reexplore it in a new 
context. The most difficult part for 
me was incorporating some of those 
famous Maxwell Smart sayings: “Would 
you believe...?” and “Missed it by that 


much and “Sorry about that, chief. 
All of those lines are so ingrained, 
and we’re all familiar with the delivery 
behind them. So I wanted to pay 
homage to them without necessarily 
changing anything just for the sake of 
change. It was a bit daunting. 

PLAYBOY: Some fans of the original 
show are already crying foul, just as 
they did with The Office. At this point 
in your career how much do you worry 
about the expectations of others? 
CARELL: Just before The Office came 
out most critics were dubious about 
our chances of succeeding. There was 
almost an animosity for the show 
because the BBC version was so beloved 
and Ricky Gervais was so brilliant. 
So in our minds, we realized there 
was no way to win that battle. There 
was nothing we could do as a cast or 
writers or producers to dispel people’s 
preconceived notions. We just had to 
put it out of our mind and do the best 
job we could. 

PLAYBOY: Is there a freedom in 
knowing everybody expects you to fail? 
CARELL: There’s a huge freedom. We 
knew if our version just didn’t suck, 
people would be amazed. 

PLAYBOY: After four seasons do you 
feel as if you’ve finally gotten out from 
under the shadow of the original? 
CARELL: I never thought about it like 
that. There was never a point at which 
I thought, Linally! Now we’re doing our 
own thing, and nobody will ever compare 
us to the BBC Office ever again. You 
can’t go into a project thinking you’re 
going to create a masterpiece or classic 
that will live forever. You just do your 
best and hope somebody else will find 
it funny or entertaining. You can’t have 
thoughts like, What if we don’t become 
part of the comedy canon? What if the 
entire world doesn’t love and respect 
me? Because you can’t control that. 
PLAYBOY: Your dad has said it’s 
difficult for him to watch The 
Office because Michael does such 
embarrassing things. Does he still feel 
that way? 

CARELL: Not anymore. At first it was 
probably a little difficult for him to 
watch his son make such a complete 
ass out of himself week in and week 
out. But now he has come to accept 
that I am, in fact, an ass. He has come 
to terms with that, and now he fully 
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Stephen Colbert seems to be very intelligent 
on TV, but trust me, it’s all smoke and 
mirrors. He can hardly spell him own name. 
I got tired of carrying him. 


accepts me and my assiness. 

PLAYBOY: Sometimes the show can be 
difficult to watch. Michael does things 
that are just cringe-worthy. 

CARELL: Yes, Michael is a man without 
an ounce of self-perception. He doesn’t 
understand how others view him. He 
has an enormous emotional blind spot. 
I’ve heard the rule of thumb is, If you 
don’t know a Michael Scott, then you 
are Michael Scott. 

PLAYBOY: What’s at the core of Michael’s 
behavior? Does he crave the spotlight? 
CARELL: Well, sure, but everyone wants 
a moment to shine. It’s a very human 
quality. Even the most reserved and shy 
people love the spotlight every once in 
a while. You know what I liken it to? On 
the game show Deal or No Deal, when 
the contestants are given the choice of 
walking home with $300,000 or possibly 
getting $375,000, I believe part of the 
reason they stay is that they’re the star. 
It’s not about the money at that point. 
I was watching an episode a few weeks 
ago, and one contestant said something I 
thought was very telling. She was offered 
a pretty good deal, and she said, “I don’t 
want to leave.” She was the center of 
attention. It’s the same for Michael. He is 
the focus of this documentary. Camera 
crews follow him around all day. He 
embraces it, and it gives him a sense 
of importance he would not otherwise 
have. It’s kind of the best and worst 
thing that’s ever happened to him. 
PLAYBOY: Michael has an interesting 
relationship with Pam, the receptionist 
played by Jenna Fischer. He makes 
frequent references to Pam’s boobs, 
from reminding her about the dangers 
of breast cancer to encouraging her to 
show more cleavage. Does he have a 
secret crush on Pam? 

CARELL: Are you asking me about 
boobs just because this is playboy? 
PLAYBOY: Yes, we’re contractually 
obligated to bring up breasts at least 
once an interview. 

CARELL: Let me think, [long pause] 
Wow, this is embarrassing. I can’t think 
of a single boob joke. 

PLAYBOY: You do realize this interview 
may not make it into the magazine now. 
CARELL: I know. I feel terrible. I’m sure 
Michael Scott knows a bunch of really 
luridly descriptive boob jokes, but 
they’re all very bad, and I wouldn’t want 
to repeat any of them here. 

PLAYBOY: Is it cathartic to play Michael 
Scott? Is there anything of you in his 
personality? 

CARELL: There’s a part of you in 
anything you play. What that could be, 
I have no idea. He probably represents 
aspects of people I know and maybe 
certain aspects of who I am, and—oh 
God, I have to stop myself. I sound so 
pretentious and dull. I hate it when 


actors talk about their process. I just 
can’t do it. 

PLAYBOY: Is that because you think it’s 
boring, or you don’t want to give away 
too many secrets? 

CARELL: Trust me, I don’t have any 
secrets. And even if I did, to dissect 
what went into making something sort 
of ruins it. I want to watch a movie or 
TV show and just enjoy it for what it is. 
PLAYBOY: Growing up, were you the 
funny one in your family? 

CARELL: Not really, no. We weren’t a 
jokey family. I mean, we could all be 
funny in our own ways, but we weren’t 
a laugh riot around the dinner table. 
My -brothers and I had a daily ritual of 
watching the Three Stooges when we 
got home from school. We bonded over 
eye pokes and smashed fingers. 
PLAYBOY: Did you dream about 
becoming a big comedy star? 

CARELL: Not at all. I never watched 
Saturday Night Live and said to myself, 
That’s what I’m going to do. Maybe in the 
back of my mind I might have fantasized 
about it. But it’s like having dreams of 
going to the moon. You don’t wake 
up and think, Yeah, that could totally 
happen. I don’t know if I lacked self- 
confidence or what, but I never allowed 
myself to dream of something like that 
happening to me. 

PLAYBOY: When did that change? 
CARELL: I honestly don’t know. Even 
when I was in college, performing 
was just an extracurricular activity. 
I had no intention of becoming a 
professional actor. I didn’t think of 
it as a viable career. It would be like 
saying you wanted to be an astronaut 
or a cowboy. Those are just fantasies. 
There was a real disconnect between 
what I enjoyed and what I thought I 
would ultimately do with my life. 
PLAYBOY: Ironically, your parents 
encouraged you to become an actor. 
Isn’t that right? 

CARELL: Yeah, that’s basically what 
happened. I was going to be a lawyer, 
which I thought was the right thing to 
do. It was the most responsible, most 
practical thing. 

PLAYBOY: You never thought about 
what might make you happy? 

CARELL: That was never a part of the 
equation. I knew I could become an 
attorney and might be good at it, but 
there was never a question in my mind 
about whether I would enjoy it. Of 


course I wouldn’t. But enjoyment and 
a career seemed mutually exclusive. 
It was really a practicality issue. And 
becoming an actor didn’t feel practical 
or realistic. It took my parents to 
get me out of that pragmatic way of 
thinking. They said, “It’s your life. 
You have to live it, and you’ve got to 
enjoy it. If acting is how you’re going 
to enjoy it, then you’ve got to take that 
chance.” So they absolutely gave me 
permission. 

PLAYBOY: You have very cool parents. 
Do you remember your first paying job 
as an actor, the first time you realized 
you could do this and it might actually 
work? 

CARELL: Those are not one and the 
same. It took a lot of time before I 
thought...actually, I can’t even say now 
I’m 100 percent convinced it’s going to 
work. My first paying job was in Chicago 
in the play Charley’s Aunt. It wasn’t 
enough to live on by any stretch of the 
imagination, but it was a paycheck—the 
first I ever received. It was the first time 
I made a dime for performing, and it 
was exciting, but I didn’t for a second 
say, “I’m off and running now. My tough 
days are long behind me.” 

PLAYBOY: Your first screen role was 
in the Jim Belushi comedy Curly Sue. 
Although you don’t have any dialogue, 
at the time did you feel it might be your 
big break? 

CARELL: Absolutely. It’s kind of silly to 
look back on it now. I spent three days 
on the set, and all I did was look askance 
at Jim Belushi. That was it. But it was a 
huge deal for me to get a walk-on part 
in a movie. When it opened I took all my 
friends to the theater. My scene is in the 
first 45 seconds, and after that was over 
my friends stood up and walked out. I’m 
sure the rest of Curly Sue is great, but 
they didn’t want to sit through an hour- 
and-a-half movie about an adorable 
moppet. 

PLAYBOY: When Stephen Colbert 
recommended you for The Daily Show, 
were you hopeful this was a gig that 
would click? 

CARELL: It was a complete surprise. 
I got a call out of the blue from an 
executive producer. That was just 
Colbert being a friend. I owe him for 
that. I was in Los Angeles doing some 
commercial work but nothing of great 
consequence. When they offered me 
a job as a Daily Show correspondent, 
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□ my agent was on the fence because it 
required me to relocate to New York. 
At that time The Daily Show wasn’t on 
anyone’s radar. It was a very low-profile 
cable show. 

PLAYBOY: Jon Stewart has joked he didn’t 
trust your abilities in the beginning. 
CARELL: I know. He’s a real bastard 
for saying that. And yet I respect him 
for doing so. 

PLAYBOY: How long did it take before 
you thought he was wrong? 

CARELL: Oh, right away. As I recall, my 
first field piece was about a guy who ran 
a venom-research facility in Nebraska. 
That essentially meant he lived in a 
-double-wide full of poisonous snakes. 
Also, for no apparent reason, he was 
an Elvis impersonator. This poor man 
had been bitten by snakes so many 
times, the nearest hospital refused to 
send an ambulance all the way to his 
home. Instead, they would just meet him 
halfway. He was a sweet guy, and I hope 
he’s still with us. 

PLAYBOY: As a correspondent, did you 
play a character or just a version of 
yourself? 

CARELL: It was definitely a character. 
In the same way Stephen plays an arch¬ 
conservative, all the correspondents 
take on a slightly different persona. 
PLAYBOY: So how would you describe 
the Steve Carell of The Daily Show ? 
CARELL: I always thought of him as 
someone who had been a network anchor 
but had since been demoted to working 
on a Comedy Central news show. He had 
a bad attitude about where he should be 
as opposed to where he was. It was an 
unspoken backstory, obviously. 
PLAYBOY: At least during your first few 
years as a correspondent The Daily Show 
wasn’t the satiric juggernaut it is today. 
CARELL: That’s true. The only people 
who recognized us were Starbucks 
baristas. For some reason our fan 
base was people who brew coffee 
professionally. 

PLAYBOY: Was that frustrating, or did 
you prefer the relative obscurity? 
CARELL: Oh, we never cared about 
being famous. It was great because we 
could get away with anything. Just after 
I was hired we covered a presidential 
debate in New Hampshire. No one knew 
who we were, what The Daily Show was, 
nothing. We were thrown into the press 
corps with actual credentials, and we 
had no idea what we were doing. We 
decided to ask the candidates questions 
from a stack of Trivial Pursuit cards we 
had brought with us. I remember Mo 
Rocca asked John McCain who Iceland’s 
most famous female pop singer was, 
and without missing a beat McCain 
replied, “Bjork.” God, we had fun. 
PLAYBOY: You retired from The Daily 
Show just as it was gaining credibility. 


Do you have any regrets about leaving? 
CARELL: Actually, The Daily Show 
gained credibility because I left. The 
only bright side of leaving was I hated 
everyone involved with the show— 
Colbert, in particular. He seems to be 
very intelligent on TV, but trust me, it’s 
all smoke and mirrors. Everything is 
written for him. His scripts need to be 
spelled out phonetically. I just got tired 
of carrying him. He has no idea what 
he’s talking about. He can hardly spell 
his own name. 

PLAYBOY: Will he enjoy your assessment 
of him? 

CARELL: Maaaaaaybe. [ laughs ] Yes, 
Stephen and I are old friends. He is a 
lovely human being. I also enjoy his Ben 
& -Jerry’s ice cream flavor. 

PLAYBOY: You worked with him long 
before The Daily Show, right? At the 
Second City theater in Chicago? 
CARELL: That’s right. We met at the 
-Second City. He was my understudy 
for the main-stage show. In one scene 
I played the baritone horn, and he 
actually learned how to play it in a 
week. For somebody who had never 
played a brass instrument before, 
that’s pretty impressive. 

PLAYBOY: You played a wide range of 
characters at Second City, including a 
surprisingly kindhearted serial killer. 
What inspired you to find the softer, 
gentler side of sociopaths? 

CARELL: I don’t know. I wrote that scene 
with Amy Sedaris, and we thought it 
would be fun to make audiences laugh 
and feel a little uncomfortable at the 
same time. She played a woman who 
runs into my character in the laundry 
room of our apartment complex, and 
when she finds out I’m a serial killer 
she teases me because I won’t tell her 
how I murder people. She says...aw, I 
can’t remember the line. 

PLAYBOY: “I’m not going to steal your 
idea.” 

CARELL: [Laughs] Yeah, that was it. It 
was funny and sweet, but it was also a 
little disturbing. It’s a scene with a lot 
of conflicting emotions. And I guess, 
in general, I’m just fascinated by that 
gray area. I like characters that can’t 
be easily defined. You don’t know 
whether you should like them or hate 
them. Because that’s true in life. People 
aren’t always what they seem. They’re 
complicated. I don’t think people are 
fundamentally good or bad. There are 
so many different shades of gray. 
PLAYBOY: Didn’t you come up with 
the idea for The 40-Year-Old Virgin at 
Second City? 

CARELL: Not really. I mean, I did 
improvise something at Second City that 
was essentially the bare bones of what 
would become The 40-Year-Old Virgin. 
We tried it a few times during an improv 


set, but it never made it into a show. 
It was basically just a bunch of guys 
sitting around, regaling one another 
with these tales of sexual conquest, and 
one guy clearly can’t keep up. Eventually 
it becomes obvious he’s never had any 
kind of serious encounter with a woman. 
He says something like, “You know how 
when you touch a woman’s breast, it 
feels like a big bag of sand?” The harder 
he tries to tell his own invented tale, the 
deeper he gets and the more he indicts 
himself. 

PLAYBOY: That eventually became the 
poker scene in The 40-Year-Old Virgin. 
CARELL: That’s right. When I ran into 
Judd Apatow on the Anchorman set—he 
produced the movie—he asked if I had 
any ideas and I told him, well, basically 
what I told you just now. He really liked 
the “big bag of sand” line. He said, “I 
could walk into a studio right now and 
sell the movie based on that line alone.” 
PLAYBOY: The 40-Year-Old Virgin could 
easily have been another forgettable, 
raunchy sex comedy. When you and 
Apatow were writing it, did you worry it 
might be too lowbrow? 

CARELL: We didn’t censor ourselves 
in any way. We weren’t making it for a 
demographic. We just wanted to make 
something we thought was funny. We 
wanted to tell a human story about a guy 
who sort of slipped through the cracks. 
PLAYBOY: Were there any battles with 
the studio for creative control? 

CARELL: A few but nothing major. We 
did some test screenings, and we didn’t 
always see eye to eye with the studio. 
There’s only so much you can test, so 
much you can gauge by formulas. If 
you try to tailor a movie specifically to 
people’s wants or desires, you’re just 
taking a survey. 

PLAYBOY: Did you and Apatow fight to 
save anything in the film? 

CARELL: Well, there were some concerns 
about the chest-waxing scene. 

PLAYBOY: The studio wanted to cut it? 
CARELL: Not cut it but edit it down. 
They thought it dragged on for a little 
too long. But Judd and I figured the 
audience would ultimately enjoy the 
prolonged agonizing process. 

PLAYBOY: Your agony during the chest 
waxing has become part of comedy lore. 
Did you fake any of your reaction? 
CARELL: Not at all. It was all real pain. 
A lot of people still don’t think it was 
real and assume it was just a special 
effect. People on the crew, especially 
women who had had some waxing done, 
came over to me and asked, “Do you 
want to take some ibuprofen? Or maybe 
trim your hair a little so it doesn’t hurt 
as much?” I thought, No, it has to hurt. 
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It has to be real. I did not heed their 
advice, and I was sorely mistaken. 
PLAYBOY: Why is watching somebody in 
pain so inherently funny? 

CARELL: What makes that scene funny 
has nothing to do with me. It’s the three 
other guys. Paul Rudd, Seth Rogen 
and Romany Malco were so clearly 
uncomfortable with what they were 
seeing, and the comedy came out of their 
reactions. Romany got so disturbed that 
he had to leave the set. It was their sheer 
horror and disgust, tempered with the 
glee of watching another man in non- 
life--threatening pain. That will always 
be the perfect recipe for hilarity. 
PLAYBOY: You may be the world’s first 
method comedy actor. 

CARELL: I’ll take that as a compliment, 
but I don’t necessarily think it’s true. I 
can think of a bunch of comics who have 
endured various levels of discomfort. 
Look at somebody like Will Ferrell: He 
will do almost anything, sometimes at 
the expense of his physical well-being. 
Guys like Charlie Chaplin and Buster 
Keaton wouldn’t think twice about 
putting their body in harm’s way for 
the sake of a gag. Harold Lloyd lost a 
couple of fingers in search of laughs. I 
didn’t even lose a nipple. 

PLAYBOY: How did you survive your 
chest waxing without losing a nipple? 
CARELL: I was very lucky. They put 
wax on my nipple without any oil, 
which is what you’re supposed to use 
to protect the nipple from actually 
being detached. My waxer wasn’t a 
professional. She was just an actress 
who said she had some experience with 
waxing, but obviously she hadn’t. I 
came dangerously close to becoming... 
what would you call it? I’m sure this 
magazine has a word for it. What 
would you call somebody who has just 
one nipple? 

PLAYBOY: A mononipple? 

CARELL: Yeah, something like that. 
Mono-niplistic? 

PLAYBOY: What’s your chest-hair 
situation these days? Are you keeping 
it cleanly shorn? 

CARELL: Not a chance. I’ll never endure 
that again. And I don’t think my wife 
would like it much either. When I came 
home after the shoot and she saw my 
chest, she was horrified. She thought my 
chest was smiling at her. She does not 
care for the man-o’-lantern. 

PLAYBOY: Your wife, Nancy Walls, is 
also a comedian, formerly of Saturday 
Night Live and The Daily Show. What’s 
the secret to a successful marriage 
between two comics? 

CARELL: My wife probably makes 
me laugh harder than anyone else. 
We share the same sense of humor. 
When we read or watch something 
funny, we’ll laugh at all the same parts. 


She’s pretty easy on the eyes as well. 
I married up, that’s for sure. We have 
a pretty normal life together. We have 
two kids, eat sloppy joes once a week 
and take trips to the mall and the zoo. 
It’s a happy house but certainly not a 
zany, crazy, laugh-a-minute kind of 
existence. If anything, it’s a diaper¬ 
changing, kid-chasing madhouse. 
PLAYBOY: In your 2006 Golden Globe 
acceptance speech, which she wrote, you 
thanked her for putting her career on 
hold and enduring a painful labor. Was 
she really responsible for that speech? 
CARELL: We came up with the idea 
together. Well, actually, I guess it was 
mostly her idea. I didn’t think I had 
any chance of winning, but on the off 
chance that I did, I thought I should have 
something in my back pocket. I talked 
to Nancy about it, and she said, “You 
should just thank me. Forget everybody 


Tm a glass-half-empty kind of person 
which is sad. I’m always waiting for 
the other shoe to drop.” 


else. Just thank your wife.” And it sort of 
snowballed from there. 

PLAYBOY: You haven’t won any acting 
awards since, but almost every movie 
you’ve appeared in over the past few 
years has been a hit. Are you feeling 
your star power yet? 

CARELL: That’s a dangerous way 
to think about yourself. If you start 
feeling your power or even think you 
have any power at all, you run the risk 
of turning into a huge dick. 

PLAYBOY: But you do have power now. 
You are aware of that, aren’t you? 
CARELL: [Scrunches up his face] I 
don’t think so. 

PLAYBOY: You don’t like the idea of 
being a Hollywood celebrity with clout? 


CARELL: That intimates you are 
somehow changing, you’re not the 
same person you were before. I don’t 
feel any different or assume anything 
now I didn’t assume before. I don’t want 
to be some asshole who expects the 
world to bend to his will just because 
he sold a few tickets at the multiplex. 
That said, I do love prostitutes. 
PLAYBOY: You did flex some star 
power during the writers’ strike. You 
were one of the first marquee-name 
actors who refused to cross the picket 
line. Was that frightening? 

CARELL: Yeah, it was a little scary. But 
I just did what I thought was right. It 
gave me a chance to grow a beard for a 
while, which is always fun. 

PLAYBOY: According to some rumors, 
you called NBC and said you couldn’t 
show up for work because you had a 
“case of gigantic balls.” Please tell us 
that actually happened. 

CARELL: That was attributed to me, but 
I never said it. I wish I had said it, but it’s 
far too clever for me to have come up 
with on my own. 

PLAYBOY: The real question is, do you 
have gigantic balls? 

CARELL: Not in terms of personal 
courage but in sheer physical volume, 
yes. 

PLAYBOY: A few years ago you said 
your goal was to “become completely 
overexposed in the next nine months 
and then disappear in a fiery wreck of 
a career.” That didn’t work out for you, 
did it? 

CARELL: Maybe I undershot it by saying 
nine months. But I’m still holding 
out for my eventual career demise. 
Obviously, I said that in jest, but there’s 
an element of truth in it. I want to enjoy 
every second of my success, have fun 
with it and never take it for granted. At 
the same time, I don’t want to worry too 
much about its ending or not working 
out. 

PLAYBOY: But why jokingly predict the 
fiery wreck of your career? Is it a defense 
mechanism? 

CARELL: Absolutely. I know that’s what 
it is, because I’m naturally a glass-half- 
empty kind of person. Which is sort of 
sad in a way, too. I’m always waiting for 
the other shoe to drop, but it protects 
me from disappointment. The irony is, 
there’s no way to truly protect yourself 
from being disappointed. No matter what 
you do, you’re going to be disappointed. 
PLAYBOY: That’s a pretty grim personal 
philosophy. Does that come from years 
of struggling as an actor? 

CARELL: It does. When I got into 
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□ acting I knew I was going to be 
disappointed most of the time. I would 
be rejected more than accepted, and 
that’s generally the case. So early on 
I decided I’d be happy with whatever 
success I could get. Even now, with 
whatever success I’ve apparently had, 
I don’t buy into it. I’m happy about it, 
but I don’t believe in it. 

PLAYBOY: Why don’t you believe it? 
CARELL: It just seems so transient. It’s 
something that passes through you, 
but you can’t hold on to it. I don’t think 
for a second my success will continue. 
If it does, fantastic. But if it doesn’t, I 
want to be totally prepared and not let 
it shock me. I still have a contingency 
plan. If this acting thing doesn’t pan 
out, I know what I’ll do. 

PLAYBOY: And what’s that? 

CARELL: I’ll teach history at a prep 
school and maybe coach a sport. That 
has always been my backup plan. 
PLAYBOY: You wouldn’t miss all the 
attention? 

CARELL: I worry more about my family 
than my acting career. I’d be more 
concerned about providing some kind 
of security for them than whether my 
face is up on some billboard or my TV 
show has the biggest ratings. If I didn’t 
have a career anymore, that would just 
mean I would get to spend more time 
with them. If it all ends tomorrow, I 
have the best possible life in the world. 
PLAYBOY: Is there any comic’s career 
that you envy or would like to emulate? 
CARELL: I certainly admire a lot of 
people’s careers. I love guys like Steve 
Martin and Alan Arkin, but I’d never 
compare my career with theirs. I can’t 
even talk about myself and Alan Arkin 
in the same sentence without feeling 
kind of foolish. I hold Alan and Steve in 
such high regard. I love their -movies, 
and I’m constantly blown away by 
what they’ve accomplished. But using 
their careers as templates for my own 
seems pointless. I can’t orchestrate 
my career like that. I’m just not that 
smart. I’m still surprised any of this 
happened to me. 

PLAYBOY: Well, what did you expect? 
CARELL: I didn’t expect anything. I 
just hoped I would be able to make a 
living, support my family and afford 
college for my kids and a decent place 
to live. Aside from that, I didn’t have 
any preconceived notions. 

PLAYBOY: The way you talk about it, 
you sound like a working-class actor. 
You just go to your job in the morning 
and put in your hours. 

CARELL: Because that’s what it is. It’s 
just a job. That’s part of the reason I 
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moved to Chicago when I was starting 
my career. I wanted to work. New York 
was way too competitive and too big a 
pond, as was Los Angeles. I figured in 
Chicago I might not make any money, 
but at least I would get some experience 
and learn something. It wasn’t about 
being discovered or showcasing myself 
or trying to get somebody to notice me. 
PLAYBOY: Even with everything that 
has happened, you’re still convinced the 
odds are against you? 

CARELL: That’s because they are. It’s a 
one-in-a-million shot that anybody has 
even a little success. So much is based 
on luck and timing. I know a lot of 
incredibly talented people who aren’t 
working. There’s no barometer for how 
something will turn out. You just have 
to leave it up to fate. You can’t fight it, 
because if you do, you’ll be frustrated, 
angry and bitter. 

PLAYBOY: When you’re in public, do 
you find people expect you to be funny 
all the time? 

CARELL: No. And I hope you haven’t 
expected that, because I clearly 
have not made this a very amusing 
interview. I can only imagine what 
people will think when they read this: 
Woooow, that guy is dull. He must’ve 
been a gem to hang out with. As you 
can probably tell, I’m not someone 
who tends to be on. I don’t perform. 
Well, frankly, I’m just not that funny. 
[laughs] I don’t have much to say, and 
what I do say is ineloquent. 

PLAYBOY: Your humility does seem to 
be sincere. 

CARELL: Ah, then you have fallen into 
my web of deceit and manipulation. 
PLAYBOY: Marlon Brando didn’t wear 
pants while shooting his last film. Are 
you at a point in your career where you 
could get away with something like 
that? 

CARELL: I see what you’re doing here, 
and it’s not going to work. As this 
interview is clearly lacking any sort of 
levity, you’re trying to get me to say 
something even slightly humorous 
so your readers aren’t disappointed. 
“Wow, could Steve go into a little 
more depth about Get Smart ? I really 
want to hear all about his character 
development to play Maxwell Smart.” 
Let me help you out. Readers, 
please stop reading this interview 
immediately. There’s nothing to see 
here. Please move along, thanks for 
your time, off you go. 

PLAYBOY: Are you declining to answer 
the question? 

CARELL: What was it again? Do I 
put oatmeal in my underwear while 
shooting a movie? You know, one of 
my acting teachers in college told me 
about that trick. He said put things 
like oatmeal in your underwear before 


a performance because they will—you 
know, I don’t really remember what 
the hell his reasoning was anymore. 
I think it was something about taking 
yourself out of your comfort zone and 
giving your mind something to occupy 
itself so you wouldn’t overthink a 
character. 

PLAYBOY: That sounds like good advice. 
Have you ever tried it? 

CARELL: No, I have never put oatmeal in 
my underwear.

Graduate. It’s inevitably the first pop culture referent 
that comes to mind. And one can’t help but agree 
that it showed all the appeals of dating an older 
woman: she embodied not only sexiness but a sense 
of knowing, and she wasn’t constrained by the usual 
expectations that society had placed on her. There 
was also the bonus that she was really only after the 
sex—a plus for a young man who was still looking to 
sow his wild oats.

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A Playboy Primer to Sports Betting 


By the time this makes it to print, the 
2011 National Basketball Association (NBA) 
Finals will aready have started. In a basket- 
ball-crazed country such as the Philippines, 
this seven-game series between the top two 
NBA teams becomes Christmas, Mardi 
Gras and Easter all in one, especially for 
sports gambling aficionados all over the 
countiy. 

While the NBA provides a site for ha¬ 
bitual big spenders and the occasional en¬ 
thusiast, other sports events also bring in 
the action—the UAAP and NCAA seasons, 
Boxing and UFC Pay Per Views, and even 
the occasional US NCAA, NFL and MLB 
games. 

If you don’t do your homework, it may 
seem that making money is as easy as 
picking a winner and praying that they fol¬ 
low through. However, as with any of the 
sports involved, that’s rarely the case. Here 
are a couple of betting types that can guide 
newbies on picking what they want to bet 
on and how to do it, using lines of the play¬ 
off game between the Chicago Bulls and 
Atlanta Hawks, from a sports betting site. 

Money Line 

The simplest way of betting. The gam¬ 
bler’s objective is to correctly predict a 
winner. However, any sport will always 
have favorites and underdogs, and a bet 
on the favorite always less money (that’s 
why they’re favorites) and vice-versa. All 
odds are shown with respect to a flat, base 
amount, in this case PHP 100. In the ex¬ 
ample above, a PHP 100 bet on the Hawks 
(underdogs)—if they win—nets you a cool 
PHP 140, while the same amount on the 
favorite Bulls, only gets you PHP 62.50. 

Point Spread 

In this betting type, the objective is to 
“bet accurately” instead of just picking 
winners. The “spread” is the difference 


between the scores of the favorite and the 
underdog. Without it, only favorites would 
get all the action and no one bets on the 
other side. In the same example above, the 
only time a bettor wins is when the Bulls 
win by 4 points or more (if they bet on Chi¬ 
cago), or the Hawks win outright or lose 
by 3 or less points (if the bet is on Atlanta). 
How much they win, is now dictated by 
the line (in this case -110). Following the 
money line principle above, picking the 
right winner here nets the brave soul PHP 
90.90. 

“If you don’t do your 
homework, it may seem 
that making money is as 
easy as picking a winner. 

Over / Under 

For those who can’t pick a team, this type 
works by having the bettor pick whether 
the combined score for the event goes 
above a certain number. In this example, if 
the final score for the game is 89-85, people 
who bet UNDER win, while those picking 
the opposite lose. This is especially helpful 
when you can’t decide on which team to 
pick, but absolutely know its going to be 
a low scoring affair. As with point spread 
bets, how much you win depends on the 
line - this example at -110, pays you PHP 
90.90 for every PHP 100 you bet. 

All these types apply to most major 
league sports, while the first one works 
well with head to head events such as box¬ 
ing, MMA and even the American Idol 
Finals! 

That being said—sports betting, like any 
form of gambling, always produces win¬ 
ners and losers. Hopefully, the gambling 
gods are kind enough to give you enough 
chances to work with to always come out 
on top.

¥ SMART GAMBLING 

Local guy Marc Basuel, a 
sports trader for Pinnacle 
Sports, offers the follow¬ 
ing tips to aspiring sports 
gamblers: 

• Watch and research 

- It will always be easier to bet on a sport 
that you both love to bits and follow all the 
time. You'll know who's injured and not 
playing, whose playing with a new coach, 
which player is coming back from a major 
injury or even which player just got a new 
girlfriend (see: Humphries, Kris). All this 
affects who wins and how they win - im¬ 
portant points to consider before spending 
your hard-earned money. 

• Bet with your head, not 
with your heart 

- A self-confessed Lakers fan, I might 
always be tempted to go every time with 
Kobe and the gang regardless of what the 
money line, spread or over-unders are. But 
Marc cautions that, while the Lakers might 
win most of the time, not all wins make 
good bets. Sometimes, being too much of 
a fan hurts you, too. 

• Know when to quit 

- Money is a finite resource and gambling 
tends to gobble most of it up if you don't 
tread carefully. Following the first and sec¬ 
ond tips makes you a smart gambler, but 
a big part of earning money is knowing 
when to quit. If you don't, you might find 
yourself plunking down several hundred 
thousand to local bookies who can give 
you a choice of coughing up full payment 
or accepting something nastier. If you win 
big, think twice before going out on a limb 
again.
